Friday and 
caused a sudden fire which created a 
panic in the room and alarm through- 
out the building. 

The flogr and walls of the court- 
room were covered with ae disn- 
fecting substance which had recently 


been applied, and this was of such an 


inflammable nature that almost in a 
moment the floor was ablaze and the 
flames spread to the walls of the court- 
room, Which became filled with a dense 
smoke. 

The room was crowded with persons 
awaiting the opening of court, many 
women being among the number. The 
crowd became panic-stricken and made 
courtroom, almost 
blocking the stairs outside in their 
haste to escape. 

The 2 prisoners in the cage were 
hemmed in by fire and smoke and be- 
Weved themselves in peril of being cre- 
mated. They set up a great outcry, 
begging to be released, and striggl.d 
at the bars of the cage in a frantic 
endeavor to break out.

SECRETARY TAFT TO BE 


He Is Expected to Renounce 
All Claims to Presidential 
Nomination for Himself and 
Work for Root. 


OYSTER BAY, L. L. Jaly 7.—Official 
announcement was made here today 
that Elihu Root has been appointed 
Secretary of State. 

The announcement was made today on 
the authority of President Roosevelt in 
the following statement: 

“Elihu Root has accepted the tender 
by the President of the Secretaryship of 
State. He will take the oath of o.fice 
in a couple of weeks, but it will nec- 
essarily be some little time before he 
closes up his business affairs. He will 
not go to Washington permanently un- 
til some time in September.”

WASHINGIUN, July i.—in consider- 
ation of President Roosevelt's active 
support for the presidential nomination 
in 1906, ex-Secretary of War Elihu Root 
consented to give up the most profitable 
law practice in the country and return 
to the Cabinet as Secretary of Staie. 
Secretary Taft will withdraw from the 
race and throw all of his influences to 
Mr. Root. In return he will ve appointed 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court by 
Roosevelt, if Chief Jusiice Fuler re- 
tires during his term or by Mr. Root if 
he is nominated and elected. Mr. Root’s 
appointment will be officially announced 
at Oyster Bay today.

Although the ex- 
press companies have been endeavoring 
to prevent a clash with their drivers, it 
is believed they cannot 
them to make deliveries to strike-bound 
firms. The firms that will be affected 
by the injunction employ about 450 driv- 
ers.

“Time for cigarettes,’’ said Mr. N. O. 
Nelson, the philanthropist, who sat in 
the host’s place at the luncheon table. 
His girl guests laughed. | was sur- 
prised. : 

“We had them the last time we were 
here and our special guest smoked as 
if she enjoyed them,” he continued. 

“Yes,”’ said Miss Katherine Truedell, 
dean of Mr. Nelson's stenographers and 
of the country house where the vacation 
experiment is being made. “She took 
a cigarette and passed the package to 
me. When I passed them back to her 
she took another one.” 

The pupils of my eyes dilated. I can 
count on my thumbs the women I know 
who smoke publicly. Miss Truedell 
made further explanation: 

“She was a Russian, Mme. Brechkov- 
sky. She visited us at the office and 
was our guest here.” 

My interest went back to the original 
point, the vacation question. This much 
I know: At Le Claire, near Edwards- 
ville, [1], Mr. Nelson furnished 
house which he has given rent free to 
St. Louis young women who wish to 
epend some time in the country at little 
expense. 

If they are too tired to do any work 
they may pay their board, which is 
placed at a low price. Otherwise they 
may earn most of their expenses by 
working. There is cooking and other 
housework to he done. 

“And if you don’t like to do that you 
may hoe corn and cabbage,’ said Mr. 
Nelson. 

Life began at the country house Mon- 
day, Nine young women. went out in 
the morning and began their exneri- 
ences by cooking dinner. They spent 
the Fourth of July there and those who 
were taking their vacations remained, 
while a few who are still on duty in 
town, among them Miss Truedell, will 
come in each morning by_train or trol- 
ley: One of the young women is a 
teacher in the St. Louis public schools. 
She is pronounced “all right'’’ by her 
companions. 

Here are some observations on coun- 
try life as made by the young women: 

“You can get up so much in 
the country. The sun seems rise 
sooner.’’ 

“No need of an ‘alarm clock. Sun 
shines in ‘through the east window and 
you're awake.” 

“Washing dishes is a game there. You 
can sine while vou work and there are 
£0 many to help that everything 
done quickly.”’ 

“Never had such a 
of July in my life.’ 

To one of the young women about the 
table stories of country life were as 
accounts of foreign lands. She was 
never outside of St. Louis in her I fe. 
She will go to the country house Sat- 
urday and stay over Sunday. 

Between times Mr. Nelson talked 
life and work and needs. 

“It is comfortable,’ he said, “to work 
where an electric fan ts abgve ones 
head and there is good ventilation. But 
that is not so good for one as work in 
the open air. Most of you don’t under- 
Stand that because you are not accus- 
tomed to working out of doors.

He 
gurrenders an income of $300,000 a year 
from his law prdctice to become a 
Judge with a salary of $3000 a vear. His 
last private act was to refuse a re- 
tainer of $25,000 offered by an insurance 
financier. 

No personal event of recent times has 
occasioned so much comment in the 
Wall street region as this appointment 
and its acceptance. Although maintain- 
ing his residence. in New Jersey, Mr. 
Dill has been considered a New York 
lawyer. His office at 27 Pine street 
is in the heart of the financial region, 
close by the Stock Exchange, the Sub- 
treasury, the leading banks and the life 
insurance buildings. ‘Many of the great 
trusts have been his clients; indeed, he 
was the legal father of scores of them, 
And he has been sought in consultation 
in nearly every important financial lit!- 
gation. 

The capitalists, the promoters, the 
bankers, the brokers and even his broth- 
er corporation lawyers, .when the news 
reached them, ejaculated this one ques- 
tion, ‘““Why?’’ 

According to a close friend of Mr. 
Dill, the step from the riches of cor- 
poratioa law to the comparative dign!- 
fied poverty of the bench was taken 
after mature thought, in which the re- 
cent scandals of high finance and the 
demands made upon lawyers to save 
their capitalistic clients from the law 
had weishty influence upon his decision.

avenue. This new trap to catch the 
Western Union at its old tricks was 
set before the death of Capt. Goddard 
and following out Goddard's agreement 
with Jacob H. Schiff of the great bank- 
ing house of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., a for- 
mal demand has been made by the 
Rev. Thomas R. Slicer for the imme- 
diate resignation of President Robert 
Cc, Clowrey, David B. Mitchell, man- 
ager of the special wire bureau, and 

Supt. W. J. Dealy. 

The result of the former exposure by 
Capt. Goddard was the complete abol- 
ition of the poolroom service, not alone 
in New York City, but all over the 
country, resulting in a loss of $5,000,000 
a year to the Western Union Te:egraph 
Co. 

Not only did the company, with one 
sweeping order, cut off this enormous 
revenue, but certain members of the 
Board of Directors pub icly declared 
that if the company should ever agai 
be caught in the act of supply racing 
information to poolrooms they would 
resign. 

Jacob H. Schiff went even further 
than this. He asked Capt. Goddard, in 
the event of the company ever be ng 
caught handling this class of business 
again, to notify him personally before 
making the matter public, and he 
would instantly secure the dismissal of 
the officials implicated. 

Mr. Schiff is one of the Western IUn- 
fon’s Directors. Now the company 
stands convicted again by the same 
agency which convicted it before. and 
the principal man accused is David 
BR. Mitchell, manager of the special! 
wire bureau of the Western Union. 
and the man with whom Capt. G @4- 
dard. conducted all his negotiations 
upon the previous occasion. 

It is believed that no reply has so 
far been received from the directors to 
the demand of the City Club for the 
resignations of the gentlemen named.

A modern warship manned by mutineers and wan- 
dering about in an inland sea, is perhaps the most 
unique and striking spectacle the world has wit- 
nessed. The Black sea is not entirely without out- 
let, but the mutineers, in order to escape from it, 
must pass through the narrow Bosporus and after- 
wards through the long and narrow Dardanelles— 
hoth . strongly. fortified. They may, therefore, be 
said to be effectually bottled up. 

There is an opportunity for the happening of 
something véry unexpected and tragic in this sit- 
uation. One can imagine what. might occur if 
such a ship, under such conditions, were manned by 
American sailors.

‘Regulations for the Governmeni of the 
Navy of the United Siates.’’ The last 
published regula.iions cover 517 c.osely 
prinied pages, providing for every sort 
of emergency. 

It was required in the beginning of 
commanders of all ships and vessels be- 
lonsing to the 13 united colonies ‘‘to 


shew in themseives a geod exainple of |! 


honor and virtue to their otficers and 
men,’ and they were particularly en- 
joined to take care that divine service 
be performed twice a day on beard 
ship, and a. sermon preached on Sun- 
days, “unless bad weather or other ex- 
traordinary accidents prevent it.’’ In 
the present state of a fallen world, we 
have lost.many* of the virtues of our 
ancestors, and the oid Puritan spirit 
only survives in isolated ins.ances. 

‘The fathers did not propose to allow 
even the sailor his worid-oid right to 
use ‘““cuss words.’ They provided: ‘lf 
any shail be heard to swear, curse, or 
name of God, the com- 
Manuer 18 strictuuy enjvinea to punish 
them for every oitense, by causing them 
to wear a wooden collar, or some other 
shameful badge of distinction, for so 
long a time as he shall judge proper. 
If he -be a commissioned officer he shall 
forfeit -one snilling tor each oitense, and 
@® Warrant, or interior oOificer, sixpence. 
He whe is guilty of drunkenness, if a 
Seaman, shall be put in irons until he 
is seber, but if an officer, he-shall for- 
feit two days’ pay.’ 

Under the present regulations, an of- 
ficer found guilty of ‘‘profane swear- 
ing’ may be sentenced to lose two num- 
bets, and the enlisted mer to solitary 
confinement in irons, on bread 
and water, for days, with full r 
tions every fifth day. 
on duty an officer may be dismissed the 
service, and an enlisted man impris- 
oned for one year. For simple drunk- 
enness an officer may lose 10 numbers, 
and a seaman confined for six months. 
It-is not a matter of record that any 
officer has ever had to suffer a penaity 
for sweating a gun or boat crew through 
@-jight place with the aid of a little 
heated English. . 

in the Original regulations, while cor- 
poral punishment was allowed in all 
the navies of the world, commanders 
were restricted to 12 lashes with a cat- 
o-nine tails upon the bare back. of 
any seaman who had committed a 
fault. if, in the judgment of the com- 
manding officer, the offense deserved a 
greater punishment, he was required to 
apply to the commander-in-chief of the 
navy. for a courtmartial. This privilege 
of whipping offenders was caretully re- 
stricted, and Officers who commanded 
by accident of the captain’s absence 
were not allowed to order any correc- 
tion. but imprisonment, and, upon the 
captain’s return to the ship, they were 
required: to give an account of their 
reasons for ordering this modified pun- 
ishment.

Sailors’ clothing 
was ‘“‘slops’”’ in those days, and the old 
regulations say simply, ““The men shall, 
at their request, be furnished with slops 
that are necessary by the captain or 
purser.”’” An account Was kept, and

Here is one provision of the old reg- 
ulation that might have been taken 
badily from a Giibert and Suliivan 
opera: “All ships furnished with fishing 
tackle, being in such places where fish 
is to be had, the captain is to employ | 
some of the company in fishing; che 
fisn to be distributed daily to such per- 
sons as are sick, or upon recovery, pro- 
vided the surgeon recommend it, and 
the surplus, by turns among the messes

RATIONS AND PAY. 

The first ration ever prescribed for the 
navy was a liberal one. Congress went 
into the subject with great particularity 
and fixed upon the quantity to be con- 
sumed on each day of the week.

Early Opponents of Big Navy. 

Samuel Chase, a delegate from Maiy- 
land, was one of the earliest Opponents 
of a big navy. In John Adams notes 
of debate, taken while the question of a 
navy was under consideration, he makes 
this concise summary of a speech by 
Mr. Ciase: “It is the maddest idea in 
the world to think of building an Amer- 
ican fleet! its latitude is wonderfu:i: we 
should mortgage .the whole continent. 
Recollect the intelligence on your table 
—defend New York—fortify upon Hud- 
son's River. We should provide, for 
gaining intelligence, two swift-sailing 
vessels.”’ 

In December, 1775, Congress resolved | 
“that the committee appointed to carry 
into execution the resolutions of Con- 
gress relative to a naval armament be 
emnowered to draw on the treasurers, 
from time to time, for any sums not}! 
exceeding $500,000, for carrying into ex- 
ecution the resolutions o Songress,”’
